Continuation of 5. Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but are not persuasive, since Hansen et al.USPN 6,348,995 disclose 
(see fig. 5 and claim 39) a polarizer 45 comprising a plurality of moth-eye 46 (spacing or period is shorter than the wavelength) or a 
plurality of subwavelength moth-eye optical (as in claim 38) microstructures disposed on one another. Similarly, Ouderl^irk discloses fig. 2 
a polarizer 8 comprising a plurality of microstructures (2, 4) including at least 40 microstructures (as in claim 39) disposed on one another 
but does not specifically disclose a plurality moth-eye or a plurality of subwavelength optical microstructures. 

Hansen-135 discloses in figs. 8-9 a plurality moth-eye or a plurality of subwavelength moth-eye optical microstructures (see the combined 
refrences of Ouderkirck et al. USPN 6,262,842 in view of Hansen et al. US PG-Pub 2002/0015135).
